Exercises in Washington 


and Boston Both Well 


Attended 


Washington, Feb. 4—The centennial 


anniversary of the installation of John 
Marshall as chief justice of the United 
States supreme court was celebrated to 
day with impressive ceremonies, presi- 
dential, cabinet, senate, house, supreme 
court, diplomatic corps and other dis- 
tinguished persons being present. 


Representative Dalzell of Pennsyl- 


vania called the meeting to order. 


Chief Justice Fuller presided in judi- 


cial robes. 


Justice Fuller referred td his prede- 


cessors career as expounder of the 
federal constitution. 


Hon. Wayne McVeigh delivered the 


oration of the day, tracing the career 
of Marshall and the colonies in his time 
and the features of his 35 years work 
as chief justice. 


Justice Fuller quoted Justice Mar- 


shall's famous utterances to the effect 
that the constitution must be jntei- 
preted by its intention and said of his 
words in that connection. 


"These were in their application to 


found a basis of the national fabric, tin. 
seed of the national growth and vindi- 
cation of the written form, ajid simple 
as they now appear to be, their suc- 
cessful application then required the 
highest judicial qualities." 


Justice Fuller went on to say the 


powers and duties of the various bran- 
ches of the government had not been 
well defined. There was an intense an- 
tagonism between them, which was 
necessary for the supreme court 
i<_ 


reconcile. Speaking of Justice 
Mai 


shall's part in this service he said ir.i 
pi essively. 


"To hold the balance true between 


these jarring poles, to tread 
the 


straight and narrow path marked out 
by law regardless of political expedi- 
ency and party politics on one hand and 
the jealousies of the revising power on 
other, demanded that breadth of view, 
clearness of expression, unerring dis- 
cretion 
and 
indomitable fortitude, 


which, combined in Justice Marshall, 
enabled him to disclose the working 
lines of tha^ great republic, whose 
foundation^5 the men. of the revolution 
laid in the principles of -liberty and self 
government." 


In closing Justice Fuller said:—"And 


so great a chief justice, reconciling the 
jealousy of freedom with the independ- 
ence of'the judiciary for a third of a 
century, pursued his steady way, es- 
tablishing in the acomplishment of the 
work given him to do, those sure and 
solid principles of 
government on 


which our constitutional system rests."

London, Feb. 4.—Tue editorials la this 


morning's papers are merely records 
of the dignity, splendor and worthiness 
of the final rites and expressions of 
satisfaction that no untoward event of 
any kind marred the ceremonies of tho 
queer's funeral. The Times again ex- 
presses "intense gratification at itio 
proofs that the citizens ef the United 
Ktatee bare »een eager to associate 
themselves, from the president down- 
ward, }n the grief of the old country in 
Its boar of public sorrow." 


The interment at Frogmore occurred 


this afternoon. 
The coffin was con- 


veyed on a gua carriage, drawn by ar- 
tillery horses. The guard of honor was 
the late queen'* company of the Gren- 
adier guards, the regimental band ac- 
companying tli* escort to the mauso- 
leum. 


The ceremony cbere was public. Tha 


archbishop of York, the bishop of Win- 
chester and the dean ef Windsor oftl- 
cifcted. 
Th« choir of St. George's 


chapel royal rendered the music. The 
eholr met the procession at the steps 
of toe chapel, and, with the clergy, pre- 
ceded tbe coffin, the royal personages, 
with th« servants and the late queeu's 
pipers, following. 


A memorial service was held yester- 


day in St George's chapel, attended by 
King Edward. Queen Alexandra, the 
Djachess of Cornwall and York, Em- 
peror William, Crown Prince Frederick 
WlJIiaiB, the Duke of Connaught, other 
relatives of the queen and members of 
the royal household. 


After the service, King Edward and 


Eraperor William 
walked in the 


grounds, and in the evening attended a 
strictly private service, at which Mm«. 
AJbaai sang. 


A sculptured recumbent figure of Vic- 


toria as she appeared during the life- 
time of the prince consort has long been 
la readiness to be placed beside the 
figure of Prince Albert on the sarcoph- 
agus. 


All London, and thousands from the 


remotest villages of the kingdom, paid 
theft final homage to the queen Sat- 
urday in her capital, and assuredly, as 
Mr. BaUour said, the end of her reign, 
which is now passed into history, was 
happy. 
Deep 
solemnity filled all 


hearts. There was a reminiscent grief 
—the feclin.s that one of the empire's^ 
great InstH ^tlons was missing, but no' 
such sorrow as surrounded the coffin 
of Lincoln and Garfield, cut off before 
their work was done. 


Everyone felt 
that th« inevitable 


death had dealt kindly with their sov- 
ereign, that her passing had been as 
happy as her life was useful. 
They 


gathered to honor her memory rather 
than to mouru her loss. 
As a queen 


the was an exemplar of the solid vir- 
tues and the aspirations and lives of 
the middle classes ef Englishmen, and 
they, fittingly, seemed the most sincere 
mourners. 


All business ceased, and life in Lou- 


don, like the rest of the empire, turned 
from its customary channels and wits 
focused upon the three miles of West 
End streets, where the coffin containing 
the l«ody which was now merely of 
Victoria's self, whom often before Lon- 
doners had cheered, assembled as they 
were Saturday, but on occasions of re- 
joicing. 
To an American the cere- 


monials, witb all lh« theatrical trap- 
pings of royalty, were not more impres- 
sive than the funeral of a chief mag- 
istrate, chosen 
by the people. 
The 


kings and princes beneath silver hel- 
mets and wearing gold braided coats 
were men, but the sight of the king 
riding after the coffin of his mother and 
queen, with four other kings and half 
m shur.f'-ed of the highest royalties of 
European dynasties following, and the 
hereditary quaint attaches of court, was 
one never to be forgotten. 


The popular mourning was less gen- 


eral and ostentatious than it would 
have been in the United States. The 
multitudes were remarkably orderly. 
Th* whole ceremonial, including the 
massing of 30,000 troops and the en- 
tertainment of all the visiting person- 
ages, was an admirable example of or- 
ganization. 


The hospitals cared for '1300 persons 


who were injured in the crowd. Of 
tnis number, however, only 60 were se- 
riously hurt, iiclttdiug several police- 
men and soldiers, and a number of 


snCeriig from broken limbs, 


'Already tbe political phases of the oc- 


casion are being discussed. 
Tbe re- 


inarkablt predominance of Germans 
•nd' German influence is noteworthy. 
Emperor William' officers, soldiers and 
eailors were nitre conspicuous in ail 
the ce*r*ai«*le* than were those of all 
the other nations together. 
This has 


bad the effect of popularizing Germany 
with tbe people, who recently regarded

This discovery con- 
sists in the use of a mixture of paraffin 
and vaseline in curing physical de- 
formities and filling cavities caused by 
the removal of portions of the bones, 
says the Vienna correspondent- of tbe 
Chicago Record. Irr a large number 
of experiments this treatment has 
proved perfectly successful. 


The unxtuie is injected benenth the 


epidermis at a temperature of 104 de- 
grees. It hardens quickly and remains 
in position without the possibility of 
shifting. It docs uot irritate the sur- 
rounding pn'rts and is in no way harm- 
ful to the blood. In a case whore a 
part of the jaw was removed this in- 
jection filled out the hollowed cheek to 
a perfect contour. 
Another patient 


suffered from p defect in the palate 
which caused an impediment in his 
speech. 
After an operation the mal- 


formation in the palate was coiTected 
by the injection described, and the 
speech became distinct 


It is believed possible that this in- 


jection may also prove of great use in 
cases of muscular constriction, but ex- 
per:n>ents in this direction are not yet 
complete. A number of surgical au- 
thorities have declared that the mix- 
ture will possibly be invaluable for 
developing thin persons, concealing de- 
formities of the body and face. 


Professor Gersuny declines to allow 


the discovery to benefit him financial- 
ly, declaring that he values it purely 
from the medical and scientific stand- 
points.

the hunter and fisherman is kno-\vn 
only to those who have the work of 
preparation in hand. With the work 
accomplished, bpwever, and the spec 
tacle ready for the opening of the doors, 
members and exhibitors have at each 
annual show felt amply repaid for their 
efforts in the completeness of their 
handiwork and the beauty and attrac- 
tiveness of their production. 


Visitors to this year's show will see 


some changes in the geueral arrange- 
ment and effects, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

EXPOSITION SCULPTURE. 


Pan«Americnn Ha» the Beat Ever 


Seen at a Show. 


In its sculptural adornment, as well 


as in several other respects, tbe Pan- 
American Exposition will far surpass 
any enterprise of the kind ever held. 
'There are over 125 splendid original 
groups, and they are to be used around 
the Court of Fountains, tbe Esplanade 
and the Electric Tower. 
They will 


symbolize the purposes of the build- 
ings and exhibits and bring out the 
poetry in what to many may geem ex- 
ceedingly prosaic things. 


After crossing the Triumphal Bridge, 


which is the grand formal entrance to 
tbe main court and is Itself to be dec- 
orated with splendid statuary, one will 
see to the right and left, at opposite 
ends of the Esplanade, the fountains 
and the sunken gardens in front of the 
United States Government and Horti- 
culture buildings respectively. 


The Fountain of Man, by Charles 


Grafly, is the central fountain at the 
east of the Esplanade, and it is flanked 
by the Fountain of Prometheus and 
the Fountain of Hercules. Tbe sub- 
jects of other fountains in this group 
will be the Savage Age, the Despotic 
Age and the Age of Enlightenment At 
the other end of the Esplanade the 
Fountain of Nature, by George T.

An anwsins story, told in the "Memo- 


ries of an Old Collector," makes clear 
the tricks in trade to trh^h an unscru- 
pulous dealer in antiquities •will resort in 
order to get a larfe sum for his wares. 
The two parties were Aleisandro Castel- 
lani, the clever dealer, and Baron Adolph 
Rothschild of Farls. 


Castellani had managed to get hold of 


a superb enameled ewer, together with 
the dish on which it stood. He knew that 
Baron Adolph had a fancy for objects of 
this kind, but he also knew that no 
Rothschild was ever so carried away by 
his fancy as to pay more than was rea- 
sonable for anything that pleased him. 
Castellani, who in trade was what Ma- 
chiavelli was in politics, devised a bit of 
strategy.

la Massachusetts there is one last 


thing that we must prevent and that 
Is the reign of the demagogue in our 
public schools. The demagogue reigns 
almost everywhere else. If we en- 
throne him in our schools the fight for 
the higher things may just as well be 
abandoned. Reading the report of 
Superintendent Hall in 
Saturday's 


Transcript suggests what we have to 
say, but w^ do not mean our remarks 
to be a direct criticism of Mr. Hall and 
his report. 


-It is demagogical in the highest de- 


gree to preach to the public that it has 
a deeper interest in the grammar 
schools, that the grammar schools are 
the people's own schools and that cer- 
tain social limitations demand in Jus- 
tice that the grammar schools should 
have the larger share of the public 
school appropriation. There is an in- 
sidious and baneful falsehood in such 
preaching. The splendid truth is that 
the whole public school system is the 
people's, from the kindergarten to the 
high school. Let no man say a word to 
carry the pernicious impression into 
the public mind that the 
grammar 


schools are the schools of the masses 
and that it is for the classes largely 
that the high schools exist. Educational 
and social disaster would be the result 
of the, general spreading of such an 
impression. To spread such an impres- 
sion is to put explosfves under the 
mighty future. The public in its bounty 
and in its desire for the common weal 
provides a liberal education free to ail 
classes, and no public school door 
owing* inward for the sons and daugh- 
ters of any particular set. Let the 
'demagogue keep his hands off from 
here. ' Our schools are too sacred for 
hia polluting touch. 


, It is probably not possible to de- 
fine education, but surely education 
is not confined to the sharpening of the 
intellect and to a sort of fitting for the 
task of earning a living. 
Earn- 


ing 
a 
living 
is 
not 
the 
chief 


end of man though it may be his very 
hard work. There is something above 
the keeping of body and soul together. 
There is something for the soul to en- 
jby and to do. There is a something 
for the soul above and beyond the 
brightness of the wits and the dexterity 
Of the hands, somthing very 
far 


above and very far beyond systems of 
Bookkeeping, stenography and type- 
writing. And this is another pro- 
found reason why we should keep the 
reign of the demagogue out of the pub- 
lic schools. 


No doubt it will be popular to go be- 


fcre the public and announce with an 
•athusiasm becoming the heralding of 
Mine great discovery that the public 
schools are fitting the youth of the 
community t'o s-teP out of school into 
the market place and earn a living. But 
what a boast! Are the public schools 
to become the ally of commercialism? 
Are they to yield their high duty of the 
true emancipation of men by constantly 
holding the noble ideal to them and to 
descend to pinning the noas to the grind 
trtpnc" from the moment it leaves the 
cradle? If so they have arrived at the 
supreme folly. If so they are surely 
under the reign of the demagogue. To 
commercialize the public schools would 
be" the crime of the generation, 


Note the trend of the times. What 


to the workingman doing, for whose 
sons and daughters you profess such 
deep solicitation. 
He is cutting his 


way out of the prison of labor so that 
h. may have a chance to look upon thin 
**autiful world and exercise those di- 
vln« qualities which the great Creator 
ha* given him as hi* inheritance. He 
doe* not kick at work, but he demands 
and ii getting the opportunity to live 
M w*ll M to earn ft living. He will be 
few to listen to hi* soul a* well as to 


UM hi* hands. He will King a song as 
well as hammer and dig. He will d»nc« 
on a hill top a* well as tend a machine. 
He will learn of, dwell upon and love 
the great deeds of great men and great 
times that he may fashion himself in 
the image of them and cease to be the 
blind producer of wealth, the tool of the 
politician and the prey of the dema- 
gogue. Grasp the workingman's pres- 
ent-day conception from rim to certer! 
It is freedom. It ia the right to live. It 
s the subordination of bread-winning 
to life-. Men and brethren, he is flght- 
ng and winning the battle for this 
conception and he is doing it in spite 
of the reign of the demagogue. 


In face of this, what do you propose 


to do with his children? Teach them 
history "in au of the grammar grades 
because it helps to excite and stimulate 
the pupil's interest in reading and ex- 
>ression," because it "gives him some- 
thing to talk and write about which ia 
closely related to the world outside," 
and hold up to them a commercial 
course in the high school as the thins 
to push onward to and to attain. O, 
ye of little minds! Already the ivork- 
jngman is knocking at li;a doors of our 
legislature demanding admittance with 
a bill .to raisa the school limit in the 
age of children. To be sure he is being 
told, and with truth, that his bill would 
work hardships to him because of his 
present situation in the industrial world 
But put this fact alongside the fact Of 
the eight-hour law and put both of 
these alongside the fact of the mar- 
velloua torganization for a "living- 
wage" and you have the key to the near 
future. The near future contains a 
wage that will support the whole fam- 
ily, 
and all the children will go to 


school. Get deeper into the problem. 
The present is winning the man from 
the crushing weight of industrialism 
and commercialism; the near 
future 


will win the same in new meaning for 
the child. The public school is master 
of the child's destiny. The working- 
man will learn this even if the edu- 
cators deny it. He will realize tomor- 
row that he fought for and won a 
shorter work-day that he might live at 
least a portion of his lifetime, that he 
fought for and won a living wage and 
that he denies himself the help of his 
children, and hands them over to the 
public schools to be trained to use, 
preserve and increase the fruita of his 
victory. Tell him today that you are 
putting commercialism in the schools 
for his children's sake and he may 
think well of you. Tell him that to- 
morrow and he will rend you, for then 
he will have awakened to the truth that 
you are laying for the feet of his chil- 
dren the very snare that caught him in 
his manhood and required all his might 
to break. Tomorrow he will smash 
your commercialized school system, for 
he will see it a* clear as day that his 
children need not start in the work for 
bread-winning^ nor in specific prepara- 
tion for the. work' of bread-winning 
until they close the school doors be- 
hind them. 
He will command your 


commercialism to wait until his chil- 
dren have had something else. Tour 
commercialism will wait, and you will 
be ashamed. 
He will be careful to 


show you that he has no objection to 
his children earning their bread by the 
sweat of their brow, but he will make 
you understand that though the sweat 
blinds them in their striving for bread 
he wants them to be able to look out 
through the windows of their soul. He 
will confound you in your temples and 
smash the reign of your demagogues. 


Better take the • lesson now from vthe 


trend of events than take it later from 
th« workingman's mouth and with it 
the workingman's chastisement, But 
why should the schools need to take 
the lesson at any time from any source? 
Why should they not continue to hitch 
their wagon to a star? Why should 
they seek to make a compromise with 
commercialism? If the workingman 
was loud in calling for the compromise 
would it not be the duty of the public 
schools to stand loyal to the high ideal 
and scorn the proposition? If glory de- 
parts from our public cchools where 
shall we seek and find glory? If com- 
mercialism captures our public schools 
where shall we look for the defender of 
the higher faith? What is left us if 
our schools sacrifice the divine spark in 
the child on the altar of commercialism 
Out upon it all. The public schools 
should know nothing of commercialism. 
There are better books for them than 
ledgers; more precious things for them 
than typewriting machines; grander 
systems than systems of stenography. 
There are systems upon systems of 
worlds, there ar« the revealed secrets 
of endless nature, there are the volume 
that contain the story of the achieve- 
ments and the sublime dreams of men. 
And the note of the public schools, 
from the lowest to the highest of them, 
should not be man, the ssrvant, but 
man, the king. 


Let not the public schools become the 


foremost agent in the enslaving of men 
under the plea of aiding the working- 
man's child. Make t-em richer and 
build them stronger to be true eman- 
cipators. Make them understand the 
workingman and make their aims and 
ideals be his light and his encourage- 
ment. Let them say to him; 


"Go on fighting your magnificent 


fight. Fight it until you win it. It is 
the grandest battle in history. Give us 
your children and we wi.l make them 
worthy to recruit your ranks if victory 
does not light on your banners before 
they are ready for the fray. We will 
surround them with all that is good 
and all that is true. We will acquaint 
them with the noble purpose. We will 
impart to them all that i» inspiring. 


We will pledge our souls for th«lr 
souls. We will strive to unchaio their { 
imagination -and open their vision upon j 
the beauties of the earth and direct it i 
to the myssterles of heaven."

Must Teach a Correction of Our Na- 


tional Faults 


The address by Professor John H. 


Hewitt o.il Williams college at the recent 
banquet of Ncrtnern New 'i'ork alumni 
in Troy was one of the most valuable 
thai has recently been delivered in re- 
gard to the college, arM has been pub- 
lished, at the request of those who heard 
it. Professor Hewitt, atter reviewing 
the growth and present condition ot 
the college, saying that the number of 
students could be increased to 500 in five 
years were it desired, spoke of the tu- 
ture. He said in part: 


But you will a,*k, What of the fluture? 


Cam WiUiams continue to progress? Are 
there no dangers ahead? No criticisms 
to be made? 
There is occasion for 


warning and for criticism. I am bound 
to say, however, that sometimes criti- 
cisms not altogether just are made up- 
on higher institutions of learning. 
When, for Instance, one of our papers, 


the recent presidential campaign, 


spoke ofl the uniform hostility of univer- 
sities to the growth oil popular liberty 
and to movemcnftg throbbiiur with the 
heart-beats of genuine democracy, the 
assertion seemed rather too sweeping 
in its disregard of certain great facts 
in history. 


There are, however, serious problems 


confronting all our colleges, some of 
them problems thrust upon ua by in- 
stitutions older and larger, and notes of 
warning may well be sounded. I fear 
that at Williams we have not been 
quite free from mistakes in the sast 
I am not now referring to those Ques- 
tions which ha/e sometimes disturbed 
some of our alumni—Questions of col- 
lege athletics and college fraternities. 
Both of these institutions are in college 
to stay, and their relations to the col- 
lege will be properly adjusted. Nei- 
ther do I refer to the question! whether 
we sha'1 have four or three years in 
the curriculum, nor to the cuestlon o£ 
required attendance at religious exer- 
cises; perhaps, by and by, some benev- 
olent friend win build us a chapel large 
enough to admit the pure air and clear 
light of heave-i, and then, it may be, 
our students will be Been in the mornfing 
hurrying through the streets and chant 
ing with the psalmist of old: "I was 
glad when they said unto me, let us gro 
into the house of the Lord." There are 
problems far more important than any 
of these; problems as to educational 
values; as to courses of study and me- 
thods of instruction; question^ as to 
what shall be required for a bachelor's 
degree 
Now, what should the college 


of the 20th century aim at being and 
doing? It should aim first, I thin!:, 
at correcting certain national fliults for 
which we are criticised—our bad taste 
in literature and art; the inaccuracy 
of our morals in commercial and political 
life. It should ftim, secondly, to supply 
our most pressing iiationaJ wants. Both 
of these ends will bo best attained, J 
believe, by a return to the exaltation of 
the humanities in our courses of study- 


Now here is a note of warning and

proper 


source—from an alumnus of the college. 
Do not expect, gentlemen, that the fac- 
ulty 01 the ti -..:,' ccs or bell: t!i"s^ 1" 
combined will be apt to take any 
towwrid greater conlaecva.tlsm . unless 
they receive the intimation flrom the 
alumni. 
You, who have been out of 


college five, 10, 20 or 40 years oue-ht 
to be able to speak wrth some author- 
ity about the strong arid wea.k r 
of the course of study under which you 
were trained. There is no danger that 
Williams will *ver be removed from the 
mountainswhlah have givenher so much 
distinction; there is dante-er that she be 
allowed to drift away from soirfe of her 
most distinctive end valuable traditions

Invented a. Cheap Edible. 


"Speaking of oysters," said the major, 


"puts me in Blind of the time I went into 
the patent oyster business. It was when 
I was with Smith & Col em an, formerly 
proprietors o* the St. Nicholas and As- 
tor Houses, New York, respectively, but 
»t the time running the Metropolitan in 
Washington.

"I told him I didn't think they would, 


and as he wanted to try one I passed it 
out on a plate with the regulation fork. 
He chewed on it awhile and then took it 
ont of his mouth and looked at it. Just 
what he said doesn't matter, but he went 
out and sent Coleman in for an oyster. 
In an hour or two the run had commenc- 
ed every fellow th*t got aa oyster went 
out to get a victim.

brought in Frank Turk, John Chamber- 
lin introduced Chester A, Arthur to the 
dish, Sunset Cox, Sam Kandall, Allen G. 
Thurman and a host of others were 
brought in, only to say: 'Don't give me 
away. I want So-and-so to hare an oys- 
ter.' And they'd go and get them. 


"Teddy Quinn came to me and says he, 


'Major, I want a dozen of your oysters 
put up in a box for my friend Flannigan 
of Troy, N. Y., to take with him for 
lunch on his jotu-ney home tomorrow." 
Flannigan had liifc wifo with him, and 
they did n«t open the oysters until they 
got to Wilmington, aad there Flannijjan 
went out to get some coffee for her, while 
his wife opened the lunch. 


"She, good kind soul, asked several la- 


dies sitting near to help her eat the oys- 
ters, and in truth she needed help to eat 
them. When Fiannigan came back with 
the coffee, there was a coach load of 
about as angry women as can be imag- 
ined. Flannijan tried an oyster to see 
what the trouble was, and when he got 
home he wrote me a letter. But the pat- 
ent oysters boomed the business, and I 
was known .for many a day as the rub- 
ber oyster man."—Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer. 


Some Copious Language*. 


Among all the European languages the 


English is the richest so far as the num- 
ber of words is concerned, and it is also 
the one which has added to its vocabula- 
ry the, largest number of words within 
the last half century. The latest English 
dictionaries contain not less than 260,000 
different words. Nest in rank comes the 
German language, with 80,000 words, 
and then come in succession the Italian, 
with 35.000; the French, with 30,000, 
and the Spanish, with 20,000 words. 
Among the oriental languages the Arabic 
is the most copious, its vocabulary being 
even richer than that of the English lan- 
guage. 


In the Chinese languages there are 10,- 


000 syllables or roots, out of which it is 
possible to frame 49,000 words. Another 
notable language is the old Indian Tamil, 
which is now spoken in the south of In- 
dia and which contains, according to the 
latest calculations, 67,642 words. In the 
Turkish language there are 22,530 words, 
and thus it is richer than the Spanish 
and some other European languages. A 
singular fact is that aborigines, as a 
rule, have very Limited vocabularies. The 
Kaffirs of Soutt. Africa have at their dis- 
posal not more than 8,000 words, and 
the natives «£ Australia use only 2,000 
words,—New York Herald.

•t tbo little wbttls, springs and •crew*, 
each an indispensable part *f the wool* 
wonderful machine. Tht busy little bal- 
ance wheel ttlont is the result of hun- 
dred* of year* of itudy aid experiment. 
The watch I have before EM 1» composed 
of 98 piece*, and its manufacture em- 
brace* more than 2,000 dwtiact and *«p- 
arate eperatioas. Some of the smallest 
screws are so miiute that tbe unaided 
eye can not distinguish them from the 
steel filing* or specks of dirt. Under a 
powerful magnifying glass a perfect 
screw is revealed. The slit in the bead U 
two one-thousandth* of an inch wide. It 
takes 308,000 of these screws to weigh a 
pound, and a pound i* worth $1,585. 
i 


The hairspring is a strip of the finest 


•teel about 9% inches long, a hundredth 
part of an inch wide and twenty-seven 
ten-thousandths of an inch thick. It is 
coiled up in spiral form and finely tern- j 
pered. 
The process of tempering was j 


long held a secret by the few possessing j 
it and even now is not generally known. ' 
Their manufacture requires great skill j 
and care. Tke strip is gauged to twenty i 
one-thousandths of an inch, but no meas-' 
uring instrument has yet been devised l 
capable of fine enough gauging to deter- 
mine beforehand by the size of the strip 
what the strength of the finished steel 
will be. A twenty-tbeuianelth part of aa 
inch in the tbicknes* of tbe strip makes 
a difference in the ruining of a watch of 
about sis minutes per hour- The value | 
of these springs when finished and placed 
in watches is enormous in proportion to j 
the material from which they are made. 
A comparison will give a good idea. 


A ton of gold is worth $627,915, while 


a ton of steel made up into hairsprings 
when in watches is worth $7,882,290— 
more than 12% time* the value of pure 
gold. Hairspring wire weighs one-twen- 
tieth of a grain to the Inch. One mile of 
wire weighs less than half a pound. Tho 
balance give* five vibrations to every ' 
second, 300 every minute, 18,000 every 
hour, 432.000 every day and 157.S80.000 
every year. At each vibration it rotates 
about 1X4 times, which makes 197.100,- 
000 revolutions every year. In order that 
we may better understand the stupendous 
amount of labor performed by these tiny 
works let us make a few comparisons. | 
Take, for illustration, a locomotive with 
Bis driving wheels. 
Let its wheels be 


run till they shall bare given the same 
number of revolutions that a watch gives 
in one year, and they will have covered n 
distance equal to 28 complete circuits of 
the earth. All this a watch does without 
other attention than winding once every 
24 hours.—Philadelphia Press.

Ex- 
cept during possibly two or three months 
of the rainy eoason, there are no streams 
or pools of water in any part where the 
cattle range.

Hoi3c.a uad c&'itlc &m/.laj, on 11 
neither require water nor drink it when 
offered. 


Our first experience with this fact was 


on a trip to Haloakala. A party were 
mounted on horses which had just been 
brought in from the range. The journey 
they made was 14 miles, in which dis- 
tance they ascend about 9,000 feet. 


The party started in the afternoon and 


about sunset halted for supper. 
They

leave a feed of grain to nibble the scanty 
grass which grew near bj, but were will- 
ing to trnst their instinct in the matter.

that they be given water. The native 
guide demurred to this, saying 
the;

"Corwin uiade the witness show how 


the canes were flourished about the pro- 
fessor's head and questioned him per- 
sistently as to bow ciose the canes went 
to the professor's Dose. He began with 
five inches and forced the witness to say 
that the distance was not greater than 
three inches, two inches, one inch. Then, 
triumphant, 'he took the cane from the 
hand of tbe.jMtness, and, flourishing it 
about the young fellow's head so. close 
as to make him dodge, thundered, 'If a 
man should Sourish a heavy cane about 
your head like this, and this, and this, 
within an inch of your nose or ear or 
hair, what would you think; what would

PLEADS_WITH GANG 


Young Fosburg's Mother 


Begs For Name of Mur- 


derer of Daughter 


EVIDENCE POINTIN6 TO QU1NN 


Miss Sheldon Mikes Statement Under 


Oath, But It Cannot be Used as 


Evidf nee in Trial of Young 


The scene of interest in the Fosburg 


case has shifted from Pittsfleld to 
Rhode Island, in the efforts of the de- 
fense to run flown the "wire gang" of 
burglars ,whom the Fosburgs are now 
confident did the shooting. Quinn is 
still the man wanted, but his where- 
abouts remains unknown. It .s said that 
he was in Providence a few days after 
the muider and could have been ar- 
rested had it not been for a policeman 
of that city who claimed that he saw 
Quinn there a day before the murder. 
On this statement no1 further effort was 
made to arrest him at the time, but 
since the statements of others of the 
6~ang, the officer is not so sure that it 
was Quinn he saw. 


Mrs. Fosburg and Seneca M. Taylor 


of St. Louis paid a visit yesterday to 
John M. Bly, another member of the 
gang, Mrs. Fosburg begged him to 
give her the name of the man who 
murdered her daughter, but Bly main- 
tained that he knew nothing of the 
murder. He said that he and Quinn. ac- 
companied by Patterson and Hackett, 
had been in the vicinity of Pittsfield 
that night but had gone there to rob 
the tube works at Zylonite of brass and 
copper findings. 


They were so busily engaged in this 


work, he declared, that it would have 
been imposisble for them to have been 
at the Fosburg house. They were at the 
works until S o'clock that evening, he 
said, and were watching the watchman 
until midnight, then were engaged in* 
preparing and planting their plunder 
and arrived in Pittsfield at half-past 
ten o'clock in the morning after the 
girl was killed. 


"We passed the Fosburg house in an 


open car at that hour," said Ely,, "and 
saw an undertaker's wagon standing 
there." 


Mr. Taylor and Mrs. Fosburg yester- 


day afternoon went to the Pawtucket 
Plains and saw the wife of Jonathan 
B. Smith. They also saw the mother of 
Quinn, but neither woman would talk. 


Qninn'c Former Lawyer Speak* 


General John M. Brennan of Provi- 


dence counsel for Dick Quinn of the 
gang in some of his criminal prosecu- 
tions said last night: 


"The killing of Miss Fosburg was 


one of the crimes of which I believe 
Quinn to be guilty. 


"He came to me in the fall and said 


he might have a hard case for me, and 
he wanted to know if I would go to 
Massachusetts. I told him I would .lot 
and he rejoined that I did go down to 
Barnstable to defend the Farrell gantr, 
I admitted I did and added thai I would 
defend no more men who shot O kill. 


"Then Quinn said: 'Sappose you was 


shot at and had to shoot, what then?' 


"I then told Quinn that he had be- 


come too tough for m.i to waste my 
strength on, and that he ought to be in 
prison for life. 


"He walked out cursing, and since 


then I have had two letters saying he 
had taken my advice and had reformed. 
He enclosed a few dollars in one letter 
as part payment for iefunding him in 
a case some time ago in this county. 


"The prosecution of younp Fosburg, 


in my opinion, will not stand for a half 
oay after the case open^ bet'or« a jury. 


"The case is built entirely upon im- 


probabilities, and therfi is +be whole 
fr.mily to back up the ,-on. A convic- 
tion would be impossible, rjven if Fos- 
kurg was guilty, if the fimily stood 
together in its general story-''

at il is time Gen. B'-^nnaT laid: 


"He is not so far away, but I don't 


suppose he knows that this case is 
being discussed at all in the press. It 
is only a local crime, and there is only 
one person responsible, the burglar."

Mrs .Fosburg went to Taunton today, 


and had an interview with members of 
the gang there. It was reported from 
Taunton this afternoon that she se- 
cured some valuable evidence. 


Mr. Fosburg- returned to Pittsfield 


from New York. 


Can't l'»c Sworn Statement 


Miss Bertha Sheldon Saturday made 


a sworn statement of her knowledge of 
the case, at the request of Lawyer 
Taylor of St. Louis, but it is not likely 
to be of weight in the trial, for it is not 
probable that it will be admitted as 
evidence. District Attorney Gardner, 
in answer to a question yesterday, said 
that the prosecution would certainl* 
object to the affidavit being admitted 
as evidence. Under the laws of the com- 
monwealth depositions are not accepted 
as evidence in trials of criminal cases. 
An exception might be made in an ex- 
treme case, but only by agreement of 
counsel, and a representative of the 
commonwealth would, of course, be 
present, with the privilege of cross- 
interrogation. However, there will be 
interest in what Mis* Sheldon says 
under oath.

'•Bertha Sheldon, being duly sworn on 


her oath,. stat«3 that she resides at 
No. 47 Harvard avenue, Providence, R. 
] . ; that on August 2, 1900, she became 
a guest in th<i home of Mr. and Mrs. 
It. L. Fosburg at Pittsfield, Mass., and 
remainled there < onstantly until August 
20, 1900, and at 10 minutes to one p. m 
on that day I left there 'or home. The 
Fosburg family is a very loving, devot- 
ed fami'-y ; there were no quarrels or 
bickerings amorg its members- I went 
there intending to stay there only on« 
week, but stayed 18 days. 


Mrs. 
Fosburg was not at home when 


I arrived tjyare- She was at St. Louis. 
Mo., and did not reach, home until Sat- 
urday moraine. August 18, In time for 
breakfast- During that day we had a 
delightful tim°, and in che evening we 
had music ancl played some simple 
jr.r.it.:.

Beatrice said: 'Burglars have entered 
the house and Wed May.' 


"AH the faruily had on only their 


night clothes, i was so excited that 
I did not talk ,-vith the- family about 
the matter. The flamily were in deeo 
distress. "We fcok breakfast together 
about 8 o'clock. I was exceedingly 
nervous, and didn't think I could do 
anything to benefit any one and 
that I would otfy be in the way, so I 
concluded to come home- I took dinner 
with the family at ntoon of that day and 
then bid them good by and took the 
train for home. 


'Neighbors had come in and also peo- 


ple from Adams. I have not a shadow 
of doubt that tt.e burglars got into the 
house and kil'ed May Fosburg. To my 
mind it is absurd to think that R. S. 
Fosburg could shoot his sister- I did 
not see her sho-; nor did I see the bur- 
glars in the house, but knowinb the 
family as I do, I have every reason to j 
believe that May Fosburg wag killed 
by burglars precisely as the family 
slate.

It was pitch dark, 
and he noticed as he passed the Foa- 
burg house tha- there was no lisht or 
sign) of motion there. He passed a man 
nlear by, but thought nothing of it, sup- 
posing him lo be a resident out late 
like himself. Bosworth's house is down 
Forest place, a side street leading off 
of Tyler street, nearly opposite the Fos 
burg house. He says that after goin;r 
home he must have been awake 15 min- 
utes, but he heard absolutely nothing; 
whatever. As Harry Plumb, another 
neighbor livinsr Just across the. street 
from the Fosburgs, testifies that he was 
awakened by the noise of the shooting 
at 1-30, this would leave only 15 miniates 
unaccounted ior, which, would allow a 
very short time for the occurrence oS a 
tragedy and the fixing- of fictitious evi- 
dence.

academy and '.eft after the semi-annual 
examinations last month, having been 
appointed by Congressman! Lawrence 
to represent this district, is a staunch 
supporter of the methods adopted by 
the upper classmen in the academy in 
the way of disciplining the "plebes," 
or fourth classmen. 


Mr. Gehle was in the fourth class dur- 


ing the fall of 1899, but was oblieed 
to leave in January, 1900, owing to dis- 
crepancies in his examinations in ma- 
thematices.
